Mayor Bangs Gives U p Fight) 
On Utility, to Leave Jail) 


Huntington (Ind.) Board Orders Municipal 


Plant Discontinued 


Prisoner Since Last July. 


at His- Request— 


| By the Associated Press. 


HUNTINGTON, Ind., March 13. 
—The Huntington Board of Public 
Works late today passed a motion, 
on the suggestion of Mayor C. W. 
H. Bangs, ordering immediate dis- 
connection of municipal plant elec- 
tricity to private and commercial 
consumers. ; 

James Keefe, superinten- 
dent of the city light department, 
went immediately to the county 
jail with a .copy of the board’s or- 
der. Mayor Bangs has been in jail 
since last July for tontempt of 
court in refusing to discontinue the 
service. Keefe conferred with 
Bangs on methods of putting the 


order in effect. 

Bangs previously had addr 
a communication to the sath 
Public Works in which he asserted 
that the recent decision of the In- 
diana Supreme Court in the city’s 
fight to operate its own light plant 
left “no alternative” but to carry 
out an injunction decree upheld 
by the court. 

Judge Huber M. Devoss, who-. or- 
dered Mayor Bangs to jail, said at 
his home in Decatur, Ind., that the 
issuance of the order was “one 


way” of bringing about the release 
of Bangs. 

“I am very glad to learn they are 
proceeding along that line,” the 
Judge said. 

The Indiana Supreme Court de- 
cision referred to by Mayor Bangs 
affirmed the injunction against ex- 
tension of the municipal lines. 

The Mayor recommended the stor- 
ing of the municipal electric equip- 
ment and proposed that five dayz’ 
notice be given consumers of the 
disconnection. Bangs said there 
are about 580 residential consumers. 

Mayor Bangs has been in jail 
since last July because of: his re- 
fusal to abide by a court. order to 
disconnect the consumers from the 
municipal plant. He also spent 
more than 100 days in jail in 1935 
as a result of his fight to establish 
a municipal electric plant in com- 
petition with the privately owned 
Northern Indiana Power Co. 

Bangs’ efforts to extend the mu- 
nicipM plant started as soon as he 
took office as Mayor in January, 
1935. Since last July the only 
times he has been out of jail were 
to appear at court hearings in the 
various legal proceedings in. con- 
nection with the utility case.

John (Buddy) Lugar and Wyncil 
Urban, notorious St. Louis burglars

Secretary Hull Notifies Mrs, David 
‘HH. Clark of Les Angeles of 
Husband’s Whereabouts. 

LOS ANGELES, March 13.—Mrs. 
Nancy Malone Clark received a 
telegram from Secretary of State 
Hull today saying her missing hus- 
band, David H. Clark, was in seri- 
ous straits in Nice, France. 

Clark, former Deputy District At- 
torney, disappeared several weeks 
ago after boarding: a -train for San 
Francisco. 

The message from Secretary Hull 
said: “David H. Clark, attorney of 
Los Angeles; claiming to be insane 
and without the courage to commit 
suicide, now stopping at Hotel Ne- 
gistro, Nice, France; without bag- 
gage, such being held by the Hotel 
Excelsior at Remo, Italy, for about 
$530. Clark asks that you be con- 
tacted, with view to sending funds 
to the American consulate there for 
reimbursement.” 

Theories as to Clark’s absence 
ranged from kidnaping and foul 
play to voluntary disappearance. 


NORTH AFRICAN MOSLEMS HAIL

Premier, With Governor Italo Bal- 
bo as Hest, Gets Enthusiastic

CYRENE, Libya, March 13, — 
After being hailed at Dernah as Al- 
lah’s envoy, Premier Benito Musso- 
lini proceeded to this city, seat of 
the power of the Roman Caesars in 
North Africa nearly 2000 years ago.

Here Musso- 
lini prodlaimed. that. the Moslems 
could depend on his protection. His 
eclaration was a response to friend- 
ly greetings extended him by, the 
Arabs of many villages. .

“Allah, through you, is restoring 
peace and prosperity to mankind,” 
the moslem magistrate of Derna 
told him,

Louisville Picks Up Passengers 
Who Put Off in Freighter’s 
Boats.

HONOLULU, March 13.—The 
cruiser Louisville covered more 
than 350 miles in less than 12 hours 
to rescue eight passengers adrift in 
lifeboats from the burning British 
ship Silverlarch today. 

The Louisville took aboard four 
women and four men passengers in 
the mid-Pacific. 

The Silverlarch’s crew of 40 chose 
to remain to fight flames in the 
hold, risking getting their ship to 
Honolulu, 400 miles away. 

The passengers were picked up 
within half an hour of the Louis- 
ville’s arrival at the scene at 10:46: 
a. m,. The passengers had been

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Ad- 
ministration leaders, doubtful of 
their ability to get a favorable vote 
from the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee on the Roosevelt Court Ex- 
tension Scheme indicated today that 
the hearings might continue for 
more than a month. 

Although some committee mem- 
bers were already showing some 
impatience at repetitious testimony, 
Chairman Ashurst (Dem.), Arizona, 
said the hearings may run until the 
Jatter part of April. 

Asserting that the division within 


the committee is now about 9 to 9, 


Ashurst again expressed fear of 


being “stymied” in his effort to get, 


the bill reported on.the floor of the 
Senate. He said he believed the 
longer the measure was delayed the 
better its prospects would be. 

The schedule for next week's 
hearings was suddenly changed to- 
day, when opposition leaders noti- 
fied Ashurst they would not be 
ready to open with testimony by 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.) Montana, 


To Resume Tuesday. 

The committee chairman an- 

mounced that hearings would not 

be resumed until Tuesday, and that 
the administration would continue 
to present favorable testimony 
throughout next week. 

The following week will be turned 
over to the opposition, he said. 

When the change was first an- 

mounced, it was said that James 

M. Landis, chairman of the Securi- 

ties Commission, would be the next 

administration witness. But this ar- 
rangement was canceled later and 

Ashurst said he did not know who 

would go on. 

The committee chairman said 
that the administration probably 
would put on seven Governors to 
testify for the Roosevelt proposal, 
which calls for the appointment of 
one new Federal Judge for each 
jurist over 70 who declines to retire. 

List of Governors. 

While Ashurst was not ready to 
announce the Governors’ names, 
other legisiators indicated the list 
would include: Olin D. Johnston, of 
South Carolina; George H. Barle, 
of Pennsylvania; Leslie Jensen, of 
South Dakota; and Henry Horner, 
of Illinois. It was said that Frank 
Murphy, of Michigan; Philip F. La 
Follette, of Wisconsin; and A. B. 
Chandler, of Kentucky, might round 
out the list. 

Later, Ashurst said, farm and la- 
bor leaders probably will be heard. 
He said he expected John L. Lewis 
and William Green, rival labor 
leaders, to testify for the bill. 

With the hearings in recess today 
brought the first real lull in a na- 
tion-wide debate that has lasted for 
more than a month. No major 
speeches were scheduled for tonight. 

Glass Speech March 29.

No “Ravishing of Rights.” 
Senator Clark told the Kansas 
City Chamber of Commerce in a 
luncheon address that “upper- 
most in the minds of the people 
today is whether to revamp or rape 
the Supreme Court.” 

He declared he would refuse to 
participate in “any ravishing of the 
rights of the people.” 

“It has been said I shall destroy 
my political futurs by my stand,” 
he said. “But it is stich an im- 
portant question no individual's fu- 
ture is worthy of consideration.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Farm 
legislation proposed in Congress 
this session calls for Federal out- 
lays totaling well over one billion 


dollars. 

The biggest item recommended 
by the Department of Agriculture 
for 19387 is $500,000,000 to continue 
benefit payments under the Soil 
Conservation Act. This is $60,000,- 
000 more than the President sug- 
gested in his budget message. 

_ Administration leaders estimate 
$125,000,000 would be needed for the 
first year of tenant aid and $100,- 
000,000 to set up all-risk crop insur- 
ance for wheat. 

Legislation to establish the ever- 
normal granary adyocated by Sec- 
retary Wallace has not yet been in- 
troduced, but officials estimate it 
would require $100,000,000. Under 
this proposal, the Government 
would lend on stored supplies of 
corn, cotton and other major farm 
products. 

Congress has approved a $50, 

000 emergency fund for seed and 
feed loans to farmers and $74,000,- 
000 for rural rehabilitation work’ of 
the Resettlement Administration. | 

Other appropriations for the De- 
partment of Agriculture, the Farm 
Credit Administration, the Reset- 
tlement Administration, the Com- 
modity Credit Administration, the 
Rural Eléctrification Administra-: 
tion and affiliated agricultural 
agencies are involved in the total 
prospective outlay.

Little, who accounted for three 
eagles yesterday—one of them on the 
thirty-sixth hole to send the finals 
into a playoff—shot one more today, 
but it was a futile gesture. On the 
par 5 seventh hole he followed his 
usual booming drive with an ap- 
proach to within 12 feet of the ‘pin 
and dropped the putt, but that 
merely enabled him and Manero to 
round the turn three holes to the 
bad. 

Only the hole before he had failed 
to drop a two-foot putt for a half 
after Manero had missed one a foot 
shorter.

FINDING OF COINS 
RECALLS DELAWARE 
| __ PIRACY STORIES 


Money Abandoned or Lost 
Along Coast -in Revolu-. 
tionary War Days. 


By the Associated Press. 

LEWES, Del., March 13.—Discov- 
ery of English coins from the reign 
of King George III along the sea- 
shore south of Lewes has recalled 
century-dld tales of piracy and war 
contraband. Residents of the In- 
dian River inlet and adjacent 
shores found no end of recorded 
incidents in which the money might 
have been abandoned or lost along. 
the ocean. : ; 

Coing found recently near the in- 
let bore dates between 1774 and 
1782, embracing the period of the 
Revolutionary War. Late in that 
conflict, a party from the British 
Man-of-War, the Roebuck, burned 
Cape Henlopen Lighthouse and lat- 
er ascended the Indian River, cap- 
turing a group of patriots. The 
money might have been lost or 
buried during that raid. But there 
were many other explanations just 
as likely. | 

The brig De Braak, for instance, 
sank of the shore of Lewes on May 
2, 1798, reputedly carrying a for- 
tune in specie. Sporadic searches 
failed to reclaim the rich deposit 
which many think still lies on the 
ocean bed. This ship achieved a 
series of victories over allies of 
Napoleon in Southern waters and 
put in toward Lewes for a fresh 
supply of water. The Spanish gal- 
leon La Platter was in tow. 

The brig foundered in a sudden 
storm and no trace was ever found 
of supposed goid, silver and dia- 
monds worth millions of dollars. 

Pirates entered the picture in 
1777, when Lewes was threatened. 
Raids from buccaneer ships re- 
curred at intervals all through the 
revolutionary period. 


MAJOR ROADS IN MISSOURI

TALY HAS MISGIVINGS 
ON ‘NEW LOGARNG’ 


Reply to Britain to Favor Pro- 
posal but Cite French- 
Russian Agreement. . 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, March 13. — Italy is ready 
to enter a new pact guaranteeing 
Western European peace, a Fascist 
official said tonight. 

But, he declared, occurrences such 
as Germany's remilitarization of the 
Rhineland and France’s mutual as- 
sistance pact with Russia must be 
taken ‘into account. 


The statement was made as an. 


outline of the attitude of the Italian 
note to Great Britain yesterday, re- 
plying to Britain’s proposal for a 
new Western European security 
treaty to replace the Locarno pact. 

That agreement — under which 
Britain, France, Germany, Italy and 
Belgium undertook to maintain 
Western European peace —/ was 
made ineffective when Germany re- 
nounced it and remilitarized the 
Rhineland. Germany submitted a 


similar reply to Britain yesterday. 


London's opinion was that both 
Italy and Germany would refuse to 
join in a security pact unless France 
scrapped its military alliance with 
Russia. 

The Italian note—handed to Sir 
Eric Drummond, British Ambassa- 
dor to Rome, yesterday—had not 
yet been made public, but the 
Fascist official outlined Italy's posi- 
tion thus: . : 

1. Italy is ready to enter into a 
new agreement on the lines of the 
old Locarno which would be of “in- 
dubitable service” to peace. 

2. The new treaty should recog- 
nize, however, that new “realities” 


‘and “changed conditions” exist, His 


reference was to the Rhineland 
coup and the French-Russian pact. 

3. The new treaty should be sim- 
ple and of ready application, estab- 
lishing precisely the obligations of 
the signatories, 

4. Italy is ready to guarantee 
Belgium’s integrity and independ- 
ence, to the same extent that Bri- 
ain, France and Germany do so.

TOMBS OF ANCIENT RULERS 
ARE UNEARTHED IN MEXICO 


Opening, Which President Cardenas 
Will Attend, — to Yield 
ewels.

‘OAXACA, Mexico, March 13. — 
Three tombs of ancient Mixtec and 
Zapotec rulers found in nearby 
Monte Alban and believed likely to 
yield famed jewels await opening 
by President Lazaro Cardenas. 

Alfonso Caso, in charge of exca- 
vations and archaeological work in 
that region for the last three years, 
announced discovery of the tombs, 
but deferred opening them pending 
arrival of the Chief Executive, now 
enroute to Monte Alban’ on a tour 
of southern states. 

For three years, Caso, on behalf 
of the Department of Education, 
has pushed his excavation work. He 
uncovered tombs a few years ago 
that yielded many treasures and 
valuable jewels. 

Alfonso Toro, chief of the arch- 
aeological division of the Depart- 
ment of Education, said in, Mexico 
City that codex-worked stone had 
been found at the entrance of one 
of the new tombs, indicating the 
contents likely would be important. 

Caso, on Jan. 17, 1932, announced 
discovery of ancient tomb in Monte 
Alban which yielded pearls, gold 
beads and paintings, and subse- 
quently discovered more than 22 
other tombs. A million dollars 
worth of jewels taken from the 
tombs were exhibited at the Cen- 
tury of Progress Exposition in Chi- 
cago.

It means that the really de- 
serving persons are discriminated against and are 
getting far less than a sufficient amount to. live on. 
It was contemplated that the aged should receive 
$30 per month. They are now receiving only about 
$11 per month. Even if Missouri appropriates the 
great sum of $18,000,000 for the next two years, to be 
matched with $18,000,000 of Federal funds, the pen- 
sion will be only about $20 per person.

These were only mild hints of the 
devastating rejection of the Roose- 
velt theory of the Constitution that 
was to come in the unanjmous de- 
cision against NR A. legisla- 
tion at issue here was described 
by the President when he signed it 
as the most important and far- 
reaching ever enacted by an Amer- 
ican Congress and at other times 
as the heart of the New Deal. It 
embodied as did no other act his 
conception of .vast congressional 
and executive power to regulate 
prices, wages and employment con- 
ditions throughout virtually the 
whole body of industry and trade. 

“Wrong again,” in effect said the 
nine members of ‘the Court, the 
majority speaking through Chief 
Justice Hughes, with Cardozo and 
Stone stating their concurring 
views in an even more emphatic 
separate opinion. 

“The Congress is not permitted 
to abdicate or to transfer to oth- 
ers the essential legislative func- 
tions with which it is thus invest- 
ed” (by the Constitution), said the 
Chief Justice in explaining why the 
multitude of code rules promulgat- 
ed by the supposed authority of the 
President flowed from an uncon- 
stitutional delegation of legislative 
power and could not be recognized 
as valid law. . 

“Such a delegation of legislative 
power is unknown to our law and 
is utterly inconsistent with the con- 
stitutional prerogatives and duties 
of Congress,” the opinion said,

As if to further declare his re- 
jection of the precepts of the court, 
the President shortly afterward 
urged Congress to pass the Guf- 
fey Coal Control Act, embodying

There was written into this act, 
a@ penalty tax for enforcement, an- 
other avenue through which the 
Roosevelt concept held that broad 
congressional and’ executive pow- 
ers could be exerted. On the same 
theory a tax was used in the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act to pro- 
vide funds to “purchase” compli- 
ance of farmers. These two acts, 
with the NRA, embraced the fun- 
damental frame-work for the New 
Deal scheme for the “more abun- 
dant life.” 

As Was generally expected after 
the NRA decision, the court held 
these two acts unconstitutional, 
voting 6 to 3 in the same line-up in 
both cases, and in these opinions 
new chapters were added to the 
text book that seemingly was being 
written for enlightenment’ of the 
White House. 

View of Justice Roberts. 
. Constitutional limitation of the 
power of the Federal Government 
again was dealt with in the A A A 
majority opinion, written by Jus- 
tice Roberts, incidentally the

“The Federal union is a Gov- 
ernment of delegated powers. It 
has only such as are expressly con- 
ferred upon it and such as are rea- 


text of the exertion of 


powers which 
are granted,.... The power of tax- 
ation, which is expressly granted, 
may, of course, be adopted as a 
means to carry into operation an- 
other power also expressly granted. 
But resort to the taxing power to 
effectuate an end which is not le- 
gitimate, not within the scope of 
the Constitution, is obviously inad- 
missible.” 

The constitutional duty of the 
Court, about which the President 
has expressed doubt, particularly 
when hé said it had’ “asserted 4 
power to veto” legislation, was sim- 
ply explained by Justice Roberts, 
youngest member of the Court, in’ 
the AAA opinion. : 

“It is sometimes said that the 
Court assumes a to overrule 
or control the action of the people’s 
representatives,” he wrote. “This is 
a misconception. The Constitution 
is the supreme law of the land or- 
dained and established by the peo- 
All legislation must conform 
to the principles it lays down. When 
an act of Congress is appropriately 
challenged in the courts as not con- 
forming to the constitutional man- 
date, the judicial branch of the 
Government has only one duty—to 
lay the article of the Constitution 
which is invoked beside the statute 
which is challenged and to decide 
whether the latter squares with the 
former. ... 

“This Court neither approves nor 
condemns any legislative policy. Its 
delicate and difficult office is to as- 

and declare whether the leg- 
islation is in accordance with, or in 
contravention of, the provisions of 
the Constitution; and, having done 
that, its duty ends.” _ 

The opinion in the Guffey case, 
where by a 6-to-3 vote the Justices 
decided the act was unconstitution- 
al, must have been written with ex- 
treme care, for the Court could not 
have failed to notice the public plea 
of the President to enact it regard- 
less of doubts about its constitu- 
tionality. So again, with primer- 
like simplicity, the Court described 
the application of the Constitution 
as the basic law. : 

Justice Sutherland’s Statement. 

In the majority opinion, Justice 
Sutherland, one of the older mem-. 
bers, wrote: : 

“These (purposes of the Guffey 
Act), it may be conceded, are ob- 
jects of great worth; but are they 
ends, the attainment of which has 
been committed by the Constitution 
to the Federal Government? 

“This is a vital question: for 
nothing is more certain than that 
beneficient aims, however great or 
well directed, can never serve in 
lieu of constitutional power. ... 
Whether the end sought to be at- 
tained by an act of Congress is 
legitimate is wholly a matter of 
constitutional power and not at all 
of legislative discretion. Legisla- 
tive congressional discretion begins 
with the choice of means and ends 
with the adoption of methods and 
details to carry the delegated pow- 
ers into effect... . 

"Thus it may be said that to a 
constitutional end many ways are 
apen; but to the end not within the 
terms of the 
are closed.” 

Here, too, the President's reiter- 
ated view that the national ~ 
ernment had unlimited powers to 
legislate for the general welfare 
was examined in the light of the 
Constitution as members of the 
Court for generations ‘have under 
stood its terms. Justice Roberts 
gaid: 
~“The proposition, often advanced 
and as often discredited, that the 
power of the Federal Government 
inherently extends to purposes af- 
fecting the nation as a whole with 
which the states severally cannot 
deal or cannot adequately deal, and 
the related notion that Congress 
entirely apart from those power;

“Certain decisions of this Court, 
superficially considered, seem to 
‘lend gupport to the defense of the 
act now under review (Guffey Act). 
But upon examination they will be 
seen to be inapposite.. Thus, Coro- 
nado Co, v. U. M. Workers and kin- 
dred cases, involved conspiracies to 
restrain interstate commerce in vio- 
lation of the anti-trust laws; the 
acts of the persons involyed were 
local in character, but the intent 
was to restrain interstate com- 
merce, and the means employed 
were calculated to carry that in- 
tent into effect. Interstate com- 
merce was the direct object of at- 
tack; and the restraint of such 
commerce was the necessary con- 
sequence of the acts.” 

An Answer in Advance. 

The President's. bitter complaint 
in his latest radio address that “in 
the last four years the sound rule 
of giving statutes the benefit of all 
reasonable doubt has been cast 
aside,” was answered in advance by 
Justice Roberts in the AAA deci- 
sions. He said; 

“Every presumption is to be in- 
dulged in favor of faithful compli- 
ance by Congress with the man- 
dates of the fundamental law. 
Courts are reluctant to adjudge any 
statute in contravention of them. 
But, under our frame of govern- 
ment, no other place is provided 
where the citizen may be heard to 
urge that the law fails to conform 
to the limits set upon the use of a 
granted power. When such a con- 
tention comes here we naturally re- 
quire a showing that by no reason- 
able possibility can the challenged 
legislation “fall within the wide 
range of discretion permitted to the 
Congress... . 

“Tf the statute plainly violates the 
stated principle of the Constitution, 
we must so declare.” 

Obviously the President has failed 
to impress upon the Court his own 
concept of the Constitution, which 
he so boldly and confidently pro- 
claimed at the beginning of his 
first term; the Court remains mas- 
ter in its own house. 

- Thus, the controversy has’ come to 
the stage where the President has 
all but asked the six Justices who 
are now past 70 and eligible to re- 
tire on pension to step down from 
the bench, so that he may appoint 
oth who would reverse the rul- 
ings of the Court on New Deal laws. 
But the elder jurists control the sit- 
uation; their jobs are for life by de- 
cree of the Constitution; they may 
stay if they wish as long as they 
feel they are mentally and physical- 
ly capable. of performing their du- 
ties. 

The retirement of the six eligi- 
bles plainly would fully and imme- 
diately serve the President’s pur- 
pose. He then could appoint six 
new members in a court of nine, a 
certain majority. But if the six 
choose to stick to their posts and if 
the President’s bill should be passed 
by Congress the situation would be 
quite different. He then would be 
empowered to appoint six new 
members. The nine sitting justices

With only three weeks in which | 
to conduct the campaign before the 
municipal election of April 6, both 
the Democratic and Republican 
parties have made plans fora quick ;

They 
will emphasize the disclosures of 
wholesale fraud in the 1935 bond 
election for the proposed riverfront 
memorial, in the registration of 
voters last June, preceding the 
gubernatorial primary, and in the 
primary last August. , The “river- 
front scheme has been advocated 
by the Mayor as one of his princi- 
pal activities, but has been held up 
by litigation.

it is fundamentally true that 
a healthy child performs the 
natural functions without the slight-| 
est effort. At the same time, an 
organically healthy child may be- 
come nervous, or fall into bad habits 
and develop some derangement; 
which does not belong to a perfect- 
ly healthy child. The parents, re- 
membering the ideal, become un- 
duly alarmed. : 
Sleep is certainly a function 
which belongs in full measure to 
the healthy child. At the begin- 
ning of life, the baby sleeps nine- 
tenths of the time. The commonest 
cause of wakefulness in an infant, 
like. the commonest cause of ex- 
cessive crying, is hunger. As time 
goes on the baby begins to acquire 
eyesight and can place“ sounds, be- 
comes aware of the sensations of | 
hunger and their meaning, and the 
pleasurable sensations which come 
from contact of its skin with soft 
clothing and warm water—its in- 
terest in the world keeps it awake 
more and more. As the summer 
days lengthen out, the child will 
naturally be more and more wake- 
ful in the evening. Don’t put’it to 
bed too early unless it is sleepy. 
It is acquiring an interest in the 
world. 
Other disorders of sleep which 
worry parents include teeth-grind- 
ing. In the old days the grand- 
mothers used to consider teeth- 
grinding a sign of worms. It is only 
a sign of nervous and restless sleep. 
The best treatment is to improve 
the general physical condition of 
the child, and see that it does not 
go to bed within two and a half 
hours after it has eaten supper. 
Bed-wetting is another cause of 
mental anguish. It also is purely

habit, not due to a diseased condi- 
tion of the kidneys but only to a 
lack of normal control of the blad- 
der. 

Treatment is not of much value 
until children are at the age of six 
or seven years when they are able to 
understand what the physician and 
parents are trying to do. Two mis- 
takes in the treatment are, first, 
to punish the child, and second, to 
wake it up two or three times at 
night and take it to the bathroom. 
Sometimes physical conditions, such 
as diseased tonsils or worms, are 
responsible, and the condition clears 
up when these are removed, but, in 
general, patient training and edu- 
cation will be all that is necessary 
in the way of treatment.

EVERY NATION SENDS ITS LUSTY ENVOY TO THE AMERICAN TABLE. 


More recently America decided to 
import, not cheese, but men skilled 
in making the wonderful cheeses of 
Europe. These masters of our 
craft have taught us to make the 
Italian gorgonzola, French brie and 
camembert—to mention a few. 

Every cheese has its moods, its 
affinity and its “bete noire” among 
other foods, so knowing just which 
cheese for which dish and which 
dinner, is a fascinating study not to 
be mastered by reading an article. 
But there are a few general classifi- 
cations of usages that are fairly safe 
to follow. For example to use cer- 
tain cheeses in cooking is a car- 
dinal sin; to use others for any- 
thing else is a culinary crime. Cer- 
tain cheeses fit themselves for use 
in sandwiches, and others belong on 
small trays passed with potent bev- 
erages. Others serve as a  bril- 
liant period fora gay, well or- 
dered meal. Under five simple 
classifications of usage that have 
nothing to do with the physical 
characteristics of the cheese itself, 
we mention a few of the outstand- 
ing varieties,

Pass a tray of cheese at lunch- 
eon with the salad as a two-in-one 
course. No dessert is needed. For 
the salad tray, virginal cream 
cheese is a happy choice. Good, 
too, are the cream cheese blends 
mentioned above. One of those 
mild packaged cheeses which sim- 
ply melt in the mouth, is a conge- 
nial salad escort. 

It was not more than a dozen 
years ago that pasteurization made 
possible the marketing of natural 
cheeses in packages—a convenient 
form that both retailer and house- 
wife appreciate as the cheese has

no rind, no waste, and the airtight 


package protects its purity. Fa- 
vorite types are pimiento, English 
chedder, Swiss, American. brick 
and limburger. 

OR that late evening smack, 
F bring out a tray of cheeses of 

lusty fragrance. Accompany this 
by dark breads, flat breads, crisp 
crackers and a bubbling pot of cof- 
fee, or steins of beer and ale, or those 
tall spiked drinks made to keep the 
party high as a Georgia pine. Very 
definitely masculine is the vocifer- 


ternationally by a trademark which 
insures that only genuine Roque- 
fort may be labeled so. Its foil bears 
the oval circle trademark with the 
red sheep in the center, This trade- 
mark appears both on the original 
five-pound leaves of roquefort and 
on small individual portions which 
are cut and repacked by licensed 
American cheese purveyors under 
the supervision of the roquefort rep- 
resentatives in America. The high 
quality standard of the cheese is 
maintained under strict supervi- 
sion of the French Government. 
Gorgonzola, Italian cousin of 
French roquefort, may be served 
as its substitute. The manufacture 
of gorgonzola follows that of roque- 
fort. It is Italy’s bid to produce a 
similar cheese which is similar but 
not the same. The temperature of 
the Alpine caves where it is made, 
varies, and so does the cheese. The 
best has a crumbly texture, is well 
streaked with mold and has a flavor 
resembling roquefort. In other 
qualities the texture is waxy and 
the flavor is different and inferior. 
Don’t forget the tawny lieder- 
kranz for the very late supper. It’s 
creamy in the center, crusty on 
the outside, tangy throughout. A 
Belgian, who ran a corner delica- 
tessen where Bloomingdale’s store 
stands today, developed this cheese 
in a little kitchen back of his shop. 
What he had been trying to make 
for years was limburger, the deli- 
cacy of his race. He could never 
get it, not quite. Then one day 
he produced a cheese that he 
thought had a magnificent flavor. 
Impressed, he carried it around to 
his jolly singing society, the Lieder- 
kranz Sangerbund, for the evening

“They Should Be Cultivated

UITE revolutionary ideas on 

raising roses have come to us 

from one of the most successful 
rose growers of the country. In 
his experience he has found that 
the roses need heavier soil in colder 
climates, but as temperatures in- 
crease the lighter soils are required, 
until in Southern California roses 
thrive in sandy loam, It seems to 
be a question of soil aeration, the 
higher the temperatures the greater 
the degree of aeration needed. 
‘Around St. Louis roses do well in 
clay, lightened. by some old compost 
or sand. According to this new 
theory they should be carefully and 
persistently cultivated through the 
hot spells to provide the required 
soil aeration. : 

It has also been found that roses 
will do better in a slightly acid 
soil. So no more lime for our rose 
beds, but rather loam gathered 
from the wooded areas where con- 
tinued forest growth has added 
some acid to the soil. Three pounds 
of sulphur dug into about 10 square 
feet of the rose bed will produce 
enough acidity and may be easier 
‘to acquire. ; 

—-0-0-— 


MORE SHALLOW planting is ad- 
vocated so that adequate rootage 
will develop in the aerated parts of 
the soil. The stronger roses will be 


able to adjust themselves even if 


planted too deep, but many of the 
finer varieties have not enough 
vigor to put out new roots in the 
lighter soi] and wil] not live long. 

The old rule still holds, to plant 
a 15-cent rose in a dollar hole is 
better than a dollar rose in a 15- 
cent hole. So dig liberally and build 
a cone in the center of the hole high 
enough to reach the normal level of 
the’ soil, 

Then in the way the Englishman 


plants his asparagus, place the rose 


on this cone and spread the roots 
obliquely downward along the sides. 
Partly fill the hole and tamp the 
soil hard with the handle of the 
spade. Be very careful to leave no 
air holes. Now again fill with soil 
to the level of the ground and firm 
as before.

We were content with our 
cheddar to serve with apple pie. 
Then came cream cheese, our 
proudest native production, and 
next America amazed and delight- 
ed the cheese world by the inven- 
tion of Liederkranz, named for a 
jolly German singing society, but 
as American as Uncle Sam’s pants.

Its aggressive ’ fla- 
vor appeals to men, It goes 
well, too, with spirited beverages, 
Genuine roquefort, with its green 
mold so nutlike in flavor, is made 
nowhere else in the world except in 
the historic national caves of 
Roquefort, a picturesque town sit- 
uated high in the mountains of 
south France, where the unique at- 
mospheric conditions act upon the 
uncured curd to produce the elusive 
inimitable flavor. The secret of its 
making was guarded jealously for

Although liederkranz is distinctly 
a dessert cheese it is obligingly 
adaptable for the evening party, be- 
ing delicate enough to win the 
ladies yet emphatic enough to ap- 
peal to the men.

NOTHER cheese not too strong

cheddar cured in port. It is a 
cheese soft enough to spread with 
a sharp edge, mellow in flavor, the 
deep gold of the cheddar lined with 
the purple of the wine.

Some 20,000,000 rose bushes are 
sold every year, and some 10,000,000 
of these die their first year in ama- 
teur gardens, mostly from bad man- 
agement. So often you hear the 
question debated, whether it is bet- 
ter to plant roses in fall or in 
spring. Unfortunately, whichever 
time you plant them, you will have 
sOme losses. In a mild winter, such 
as we have just had, fall planting 
is pretty sure to prove satisfactory. 
But when a rigorous old timer hits 
us, like January, 1936, no matter 
what precautions taken, many roses 
will be lost. With a mild June, 
spring planting proves successful; 
but again when a long hot summer 
starta in early, quite as many roses 
will suffer in the dry, burning heat 
of a St. Louis June as we ever lose 
in sub-sero winters. It is a good 
plan for the ambitious gardener to 
plant some roses in spring and oth- 
ers in fall. 

The rose is a very popular plant 
not only with humans but with 
bugs. Borers, aphids, slugs and 
beetles love this flower as much as 
we do.

The “Highbrow Vagabond” 
at Port Swettenham, En 
Route to Singapore.

ON BOARD M. 8. JUTLANDIA. 

ODAY at noon we are die to ar- 
Trive in Singapore. That will end 

the first lap of my journey. I 
have been on this ship for exactly 
one month. For its size it is one of 
the steadiest ships I ever sailed on. 
A voyage through the tropics is 
exceedingly trying to officers, crew 
and passengers. My nerves are a 
bit frazzled and all the other pas- 
sengers get on my nerves, 


But the service and the discipline 
on board are splendid. The Danes 
are not only great sailors—they 
started several centuries ahead of 
us—but their servants never lose 
their attentiveness or their courtesy. 

I'll tell you about yesterday’s do- 
ings. We anchored, in the morning, 
in Port Swettenham. The accent 
is on “Swett.” We dropped a lot of 
cargo, but I didn’t go ashore. Some 
passengers did and, when they 
came back, they asked me how I 
knew it was a lousy place. I didn’t, 
I just suspected. 


But at Malacca, our next port of 
call, I flopped. I went ashore to 
have dinner at the Government 
Rest House. It was 8 p. m. and, in 
the night, you see nothing but 
twinkling lights and darkness. You 
lose all sense of proportions. I had 
my dinner but I could have had a 
better one on board the ship.

ASKED the manager of the Rest 
House, “What is there to see in 
Malacca?”

So I 
hopped into a rickshaw, got to the 
launch and went back to the ship,

sections of his sore spots and study 
them under the microscope. 

Through the wrong end of a tele- 
scope might better convey the great 
reduction in size, for the Mississippi 
at St. Louis is only a step across as 
represented in the Waterways Experi- 
ment Station, and the natural proc- 
esses of years are compressed into 
hours. But “under the microscope” is 
the phrase for the precision and use- 
fulness of a method which has been a 
factor in putting the Old Man in such 
robust health that — with one hand 
tied behind him, in a figurative sense 
that is remarkably exact—he has just 
whipped the biggest flood that ever 
went down the Lower Mississippi 
without disaster. The same method 
has been used in trying out in advance 


‘ 


the $272,000,000 treatment prescribed 
by Congress last June to immunize 
him against future attacks of his an- 
cient and extremely dangerous malady. 

In this 246-acre test tube, the Army 
Engineers observe the ills, and the re- 
action to every suggested treatment, of 
not only the Mississippi, but any river 
or harbor which offers a problem 
baffling to the clinicians in the. field. 
Like most laboratories, it is largely an 
elaboration of the old and very sound 
principle of trying it out on the dog. 
Just as a new treatment in medicine. 
is applied to human beings only after 
it has been tested on laboratory ani- 
mals, s0 a new engineering treatment, 
before application in practice, is tried 
out here on a laboratory river. The 
one saves lives; the other saves time, 
mistakes, millions of dollars of tax- 
payers’ money—and probably lives as 
well. 

The Navy wants a better entrance to 
New York harbor, where Bast River 
affords only a one-way channel; very 
well, the experiment station builds a 
model of the harbor, reproduces every 
natural condition in miniature and 
tests every conceivable means of im- 
provement to determine which will 
work. Across'the continent, the Mare 
Island channel is silting up; and so 
the resourceful young men at the ex- 


periment station model San Francisco 
Bay, the island and the channel with

The emis- 
sary, himself wedded to a commoner, 
was quite unsuccessful. Prince Sig- 
vard went ahead with his plans, and 
on March 8, 1934, he and Miss Patzek 
were married in London. 

For a time thereafter the Prince and 
his bride lved in Berlin, then they 
moved to Hollywood, where Sigvard 
got a job as artistic director at one of 
the movie studios. They are still in 
Hollywood. Sigvard has relinquished 
all his rights as a member of the 
Swedish royal family and is known as 
plain Mr. Bernadotte. Not long ago 
he took the first steps toward becom- 
ing an American citizen. It is said 
that his grandfather, the King, has 
never forgiven him for being guided 
by his heart rather than his duty (as 
the King saw it) in choosing a wife. 

With Sigvard disqualified, his place 
in the succession to the Swedish 
throne went to his next younger broth- 
er, Bertil. And now it remains to be 
seen whether Prince Bertil is going to 
disqualify himself by marrying the 
commoner, Elsa Brambeck. The new 
succession law appears to leave him no 
choice but to abandon Elsa or any 
hope of becoming King. True, it has 
been suggested that the law could be 
circumvented by Elsa’s becoming a 
citizen of another country. But it is 
understood that she has refused to re- 
sort to this subterfuge, possibly be- 
cause she thinks that if she trans- 
ferred her allegiance to a foreign na- 
tion her romance with the Prince

ARCHITECT of the FIRST ‘FUNCTIONAL’ BUILDING 


BOSTON, Massachusetts. 
HE Harvard Univer- 
P= School of Archi- 
tecture has just an- 
nounced that it has 
added to its staff a 
new professor, Dr. 
Walter Gropius, until 
recently working in 
London and influenc- 
! ing a school of \young 
architects there, late of Hitler’s Reich, 
from where he has been a voluntary 
exile since 1934. 

Though the name of Gropius may 
mean little to the average American 
who pays scant attention to finding out 
just who it is who decrees that our 
homes should be made of glass or con- 
crete, and though the average reader 
ls undoubtedly more familiar with the 
names of Frank Lloyd Wright and 
Corbusier than he is with that of 
Gropius; yet it is Gropius whose name 
will forever be enshrined in the halls 
of architectural fame as the man who 
built what is conceded to be the first 
functional building as far back as 
1912. 

In those pre-war days when the 
modern houses and buildings which 
have become a usual sight to our eyes 
Were only the dreams of planners, 
Gropius built the Alfeld factory in 
Germany; with its sensational glass 
front it definitely marked an epoch in

Jropius did not have a 
romantic attitude; he 
knew full well that 
the free guild aristoc- 
racy of the manual 
arts was over; he re- 
alized that the future 
lay in expresstoniem . 
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and build, he gladly accepted the of- 
fer. 

There he constructed the dormitory, 
school buildings, restaurants, and co- 
operative apartments of the Dessau 
Bauhaus which, according to authori- 
ties, left definite marks upon the story 
of city planning, furniture design and 
even painting, not only in Germany, 
but in the entire Western world. 
Gropius stayed at Dessau three years; 
he then resigned and went to Berlin to 
continue his work in low-cost housing, 
a subject for which he has always had 
a great passion. Shortly before 
Gropius left Germany in 1934, Adolph 
Hitler denounced the unornamented 
Nak of the Bauhaus as “Oriental,”
